PLEA FOR LENIENCY. 


Judge O. M. Spencer of St. Joseph, 
general counsel of the Burlington, and 
as one of the counsel for Thomas &

“Any anxiety I may feel i«st too ae- 
vere a punishment be imposed on 
these defendants, does not grow out 
of any facts in evidence in the case, 
but rests on considerations entirely 
outside the record. 

“There is now a disturbed con4ition 
of the public mind in general, and 
while Speaker Cannon in his recent 
articles assures us that the country 
was never so prosperous as now, he 
might well have added with equal truth 
that the country never desired a 
change in its tone of prosperity 860 
much as it does just now. 

“For two weeks we have been try'ng 
cases in this honorable court, the mag- 
nitude and importance of which woulda 
have been common but for the worked- 
up condition of the public mind by re- 
ports of ormances in Washington, 
such as the rate bill, the meat inspec- 
tien bill, and divers other subjects, in- 
cluding grafts, trusts and oll combines. 

“The announcement sent abroad 
by the Department of Justice at 
Washington that unless some ‘one is 
sent to the penitentiary this rebate 
practice will not stop. 

“If the conspiracy statute applies to 
any one form of rebates and conces- 
sions, it likewise applies to all forms 
of rebate, and concessions, and the 
courts cannot be used to punish one 
wrongdoer in one way and another in 
a different way for the same offense. 

DIFFERENCE IN PUNISHMENT. 

“There have been three trials in this 
court this term, in which the defend- 
ants have been convicted of giving and 
receiving concessions and rebates. Are 
vou going to fine some and imprison 
others? 

“President Roosevelt and his special 
counsel split on the question of how 
the proseeution should be framed and 
against whom. Can the District Attor- 
‘mney justify his demand for greater 
punishment in the Thomas and Tag- 
gart cases than he is asking in the 
packers’ and in the Burlington's cases? 

“If so, on what grounds? Is it on the

but is it not a mockery on justice, for 
this great national government to sit 
by and call one after another of these 
rich merchants, to allow them to clear 
their skirts of crime and prosecution 
by telling how their own agent at their

But Other Firecrackers Can Be Cracked 
on the Fourth Without Stint 
“Under Control.“ 


The small boy will be given every 
opportunity to make all the noise he 
can on the glorious Fourth, but the 
Police regulations this y will be 
more strict han ever bef There 
are several reasons cited by the officials 
of the department for this. The first 
is that Los Angeles is no longer a town, 
but a great city, and the police must 
take precautions and enforce order ac- 
cordingly. 

In previous years in this city, and in 
other cities, serious fires have been 
started by the careless use of fire- 
works, and this year the strictest rules 
regulating the use of the noise-makers 
and pyrotechnics will be enforced, The 
police say that in the light of the 
Sreat disaster in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles must be doubly careful, and 
for this reason Chief Auble and his as- 
sistants are laying plans to control the 
Situation this year. 

Realizing the police regulations in 
the city must be more strict, special 
orders were issued at the time of the 
last Fiesta, and the handli of the 
Great street crowds at that time 
“stiffer” than ever before. 
policy is to be carried out in conned- 
tion with the Fourth, and the city or- 
dimances governing the situation will 
be enforced to the letter, and trouble- 
makers will find themselves in the 
stern grasp of the law in short order: 

The police have no desire to throw a 
Gamper on the celebration of the na- 
tion’s birthday, but they do intend to 
see that the celebrators within 
safe and reasonable limits. law 
prohibits the shooting of cannon fire- 
crackers, gas-p! cannons, etc., and

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MEMORABLE CONGRESS. 

The session of Congress which 
will close in a few days, while marked 
with a good deal of exciting debate over 
important legislation, has after all not 
been remarkable for very much red 
fire. There has been much vigorous 
contention, some earnest and some 
perfunctory, concerning the bills of far 
reaching import brought before the 
two Houses of Congress. A few of the 
spectacular statesmen have had the 
limelight thrown upon them from 
time to time, but after all, the mem- 
bers of both houses have been content 
to move with quiet earnestness or per- 
sistence on whatever side of the differ- 
ent contentions they have been aligned. 
The session will go down into history 
as one of the most important since the 
formation of the government. 

The great measures before this ses- 
sion of Congress have been the Pana- 
ma Canal, the railroad rate bill, the 
regulation of trusts, and the passage 
of laws to safeguard the purity of all 
foods offered for public consumption. 

Much fault has been found in certain 
quarters with the action of the Presi- 
dent. He has been openly charged 
with aiming to usurp the powers of 
Congress. This is the veriest rubbish. 
Ever since the United States has been 
‘a republic, and has had a President 
and a Congress, it has beén not only 
the privilege but the duty of the Presi- 
dent to point out to the Congress the 
legislation that seemed to him to be 
needful and desirable. Vigorous and 
statesmanilike Presidents have at all 
times conferred with members of the 
House of Representatives and with 
those of the Senate, single and in com- 
mittees, touching the shape that legis- 
lation might take. President Roose- 
velt may have been a little more in- 
sistent and vigorous in these directions 
than some of his predecessors, but that 
is only because he is one of the great- 
est Presidents the country has ever 
had. 

Now interests of almost incompre- 
hensible power have stood between the 
President and Congress, especially be- 
tween him and a large and influential 
clique in the Senate to eviscerate the 
proposed legislation just as much as 
they could. In many instances it was 
the very heart of the law at which the 
long knife of the corporations was 
aimed. This influence has undoubted- 
ly made itself felt in weakening differ- 
ent measures as they were first intro- 
duced in the Congress. Perhaps the 
greatest injury of all was done in re- 
gard to the railroad rate bill; which, 
if it is passed at all, as it probably will 
be, will be in a shape much leas effect- 
ive than the people had hoped for. 


1 out on the water, where] But, nevertheless, in all the directions 


referred to, a great deal has been done 
to strengthen the executive arm of the 
government in curbing the Illegiti- 
mate greed of those whose aim is not 
to serve the public, but to prey upon it. 
Even the railroad rate bill probably 
will be passed in a form which will 
give the interstate railroad commission 
a greatly enlarged authority. 

It was really an edifying spectacle, 
that in the House of Representatives 
on Thursday, when Representative 
Mann of Illinois stood before the 
House with a delicatessen and grocery 
outfit on the table and proceeded to ex- 
plain to the assembled lawmakers the 
iniquities that Gere being practiced 
upon the people by many manufac- 
turers who put up food products for 
the consumption of the public. He 
pointed out where some were adulter- 
ated, and that with grossly dangerous 
poisons. He pointed out where other 
food products were put up in pack- 
ages far under the weight at which 
they were sold to the public. He made 
an earnest plea that a proper law be 
passed which would compel all manu- 
facturers of food products to put ex- 
plicitly and honestly upon the outside 
of the packages just what ingredients 
had been used in preparing the con- 
tents, and the exact weight of food in 
the package. It may be questioned 
whether even the railroad rate bill ts 
of more importance than this bill. The 
punishments attached to the law 
should be of the most drastic charac- 
ter. These punishments should not 
stop short of making it a felony which 
would bring into condemnation the 
persons concerned in putting up these 
dangerously adulterated foods. ‘ 

The most dangerous of all the trusts 
in the United States, the one most 
detrimental! to the general public good, 
will probably be agreed upon by a very 
unanimous public assent. as the 
Standard Ol Company. The President 
has traced the steps of this creedy, 
gracping and conscienceless corpora- 
tion to the very desks of United States 
Senators, where its inflvence has been 
exerted in weakening the railroad rate 
bill as first introduced under the ad- 
vice and influence of the President, to 
give the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ample authority to deal with these 
illegal and detrimental operations of 
the great railroad companies of the 


of the Went class. 
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tutional right to advise with the Con- 
gress as to desirable and necessary 
legislation. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has no right, constitutional or 
otherwise, to enter the legislative halle 
and attempt to influence the action of 
those sent there to represent the peo- 
ple, not monopolies; it became an in- 
terloper, a legislative burglar, and the 
President is likely to make this law- 
defying, octopus regret that it was so 
maladroit as to leave its footprints in 
the path which led it into the Senate 
of the United States. 

This session of Congress will be mem- 
orable in the annals of the republic. 
It is more than likely that public 
opinion, thoroughly’ roused as it is to- 
day, and greatly enlightened as it has 
been during all of the past year while 
this new legislation has been pending. 
will next fall send back to the House 
of Representatives, fresh from the peo- 
ple themselves, a body of legislators 
who will represent even more directly 
the will of the people. Nor is the Sen- 
ate of the United States immune from 
the influence of public opinion. After 
all, the Senutor's seat is only held for 
a term of six years. These terms of 
officé are coming to a close at the end 
of each two years, and new blood is 
being sent into the Senate. The peo- 
ple are determined that their represent- 
atives in the Senate shall hereafter be 
men more loyal to the public interest 
and less under the influence of corpo- 
rate power than has beén the case for 
some years past. It may take some 
years to regenerate the Senate, but it 
will be done in time. 1 

REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY. 

If the Republicans of Los An- 
geles (city and county) hope to win in 
the comjng local elections, they must 
remem certain things which have 
not been any too well remembered in 
the past, and they must conform to 
certain conditions. which have not 
heretofore been regarded as essential 
to success. The local political situa- 
tion this year presents some peculiari- 
ties which must be taken into 
consideration. 

It must be remembered that voters 
of the present day do not pay so much 
attention to party nominations as they 
used to pay. In the old days, when 
party lines were sharply drawn, even in 
local elections, it was often a literal 
fact that’a nomination was equivalent 
to an election. This is far from the 
truth under present conditions. Public 
sentiment has changed quite radically 
within the past decade, and in local 
elections men vote, as a rule, with 
more regard for the fitness of candi- 
dates, and with less regard for mere 
party considerations, than ever before. 
This is, of course, as it should be. 
Great principles are seldom at stake 
in a local election, with the exception 
of the one great principle of good 
municipal or county government, and 
this depends in chief part upon the 
men electey to administer the affairs 
of government. The man rather than 
the party is therefore the chief con- 
sideration in municipal and county 
e.ections. 

In the city and county elections to be 
held next fall there will be independ- 
ent nominees, without a doubt. Per- 
haps there may be one, or even more, 
complete independent tickets. At any 
rate, there will be independent candi- 
dates, and if they are good men they 
will poll large votes. Much will de- 
pend upon the kind of nominees placed 
upon the regular tickets. Voters 
will no doubt have the discrimination 
to elect the best men for the several 
offices, without regard to the tickets 
upon which their names appear. 

Republican leaders should consider 
well this state of things, and should 
make up their minds that the old ma- 
chine methods will be of no avall in 
the next local election; nor will they 
avail in any succeeding election, if 
representative citizens, who have the 
good of the city at heart, will make 
their influence felt, as it is their un- 
doubted duty to do, In civic affairs.

Precious Stones of Southern 
California. 
— 

The southern counties of California 
bid fair to rival the Ural Mountains 
in the production of tourmaline, beryl! 
and other precious stones which have 
been the pride of that region for the 
last half century. 

The Palo region in San Diego county 
has become especially notable in gem 
production, and Mr. George V. Kunz, 
of the United States Geological Survey 
calls attention in his forthcoming re- 
port on the United States production 
of precious stones in 1906 to the fact 
that a number of adjacent localities 
give indication of yielding the same 
minerals. 

The report will further say that the 
turquoise mines of New Mexico and 
Arizona have lately not been as pro- 
ductive as formerly, but the turquoise 

roperties of California 
— however, been increasing their | 
output. Considerable quantities of tur- 
quoise have been taken from the mines 
in the desert region of California. 
Many of the stones range from fifty 
to several hundred carats in size. 
Some of them have sold as high as 
$1500 each. The color is pale, but it 
has gained favor, and large quantities 
of the stones have been sold in the 
forms of beads for necklaces.

Testimony Given at Preliminary 


Charged with the murder ot James 
A. Logan, a negro, April 18, on the 
golf links of the Raymond Hotel, J. 
C. C. Jaxon, a colored tailor of Pasa- 
ken from the County Jail 
yesterday and arraigned before Jus- 
tice G. W. Glover in South Pasadena, 
for his preliminary examination. 
Deputy District Attorney J. A. Don- 
nell represonted the prosecution and 
Hahn & Hahn appeared for the pris- 
The examination disclosed that 
while all of the evidence against Jaxon 
is circumstantial, much of it favors the 
prisoner. Justice Glover cleared the 
courtroom of all but the officers of 
court and the reporters during the tak- 
ing of testimony. 

During tLe hearing Jaxon preserved 
the calm demeanor of one unworried, 
and when his wife peeked in through 
a window of the courtroom he waved 
bis hand to her reassuringly. Four 
witne®ses were examined in the morn- 
Day, Drug Clerk 


Stone testified that the phial found 
near the body of Logan was a two- 
ounce one, while the one he filled for 
ae was a four-ounce bottle. Dr. 
eCoy described the cuts on the body 
of the murdered man. 
’ Marshal Reid produced the button 
found on the ground near the body as 
well as three other buttons like it, 
found in Jaxon’s shop. “ut it was 
not proved that they had ever been on 
a garment worn by the prisoner on the 
night of the murder. 
The buttons and the puffer found 
near Logan's body, some clothing from 
Jaxon's shop as well as pants guards 
and a cloth mask were introduced as 
exhibits in the case. Marshal 
told of finding a bloody handkerchief. 
This piece of cloth, it was stated later, 
has disappeared.

Deputy Sherif Bert Franklin was a 
witness in the afternoon and told of 
the identification of a Derby hat being 
the initials marked in it 
visit to Jaxon after the finding of Lo- 
guns body.
